Election Speculati 


AGAIN, as they- did last fall .the Con- 
servative backbenchers are setting 
up a hue and cry for an early general 
: election, on the theory 
that the longer the 
prime minister waits 
the worse things will 
be. The Tories are 
prepared for losses, 
possibly heavy losses, 
but, so far, they can’t 
foresee the possibility 
of defeat. Their con-

As a consequence, there is a lot of 
talk in Ottawa these days of an April 
election, earlier than is traditional, but 
at a time that would appear to be ap 
pealing to the Conservatives. 

For one thing, calling an election for 
April would postpone the necessity of 
bringing down a budget. The Speech 
from the Throne opening Parllament on 
Jan. 18 could set forth a program of

OTTAWA — Two great groups. of self- 
employed persons, the farmers and the 
fishermen, are an incubus around the neck 
of any government when it comes to increas- 


ing old age pensions, The reason: most 
farmers and fistefmen don't pull their 


weight in paying taxes to finance old age 
pensions. 

The Liberals’ old age security proposal 
would get around this. difficulty. The plan 
would be compulsory for wage earners, but 
optiorial for the self-employed. Thus farmers 
and fishermen would not get a free ride; to 
benefit from contributory social security they 
would have to choose to contribute. 

Pearson recently termed “irresponsible” 
the New Democratic Party's pledge to raise 
old age pensions to $75 a month. He de 
scribed-as “responsible” lils plan to provide 
at least $75-a month the total of old age 
pensions and contributory betefits—to per 
sons over 70, 


The fairness of contributory benefits is 


Speculggion suggests the Conservatives 
will do both, especially now that the Liberals 
have stolen a march on them with the Pear- 
son plan. Political sources talk of an old age 
pension increase of “at least $10.a month,” 
with a contributory plan on top of that.
